Many Americans wonder from time to 
time what “freedom of the press” has to 
do with them. They may even grow faintly 
weary of hearing this cry go up, imagining 
l>erhaps that it is a plea of special privilege. 
In truth, of course, the cry is uttered for 
everyone. The newspaper, more than any 
medium, is the great avenue between gov­ 
ernment and the people in a democracy. 
The reporters who question and badger 
and probe in their search for information 
are the people’s representatives, no less 
than the men who make laws in the halls 
of Congress. 
They are the means by which the citi­ 
zen keeps his foot in the government’s door, 
which he must do if he is to have the 
knowledge he needs to judge how well he 
is being governed. 
There is no better way to celebrate 
National Newspaper Week than to offer 
tribute to the publishers who are fighting 
to keep that foot in the door. Their cam­ 
paign against the suppression of news mer­ 
its the fullest support. 
World War II, with its legitimate excuse 
of security considerations, lent great im­ 
petus to a growing tendency in government 
to prevent the public from learning mat­ 
ters of vital concern to them. 
The Korean war, and the great Cold War, 
with their heavy defense and security re­ 
quirements, 
prolonged 
the excuse. 
The 
trend toward secrecy in government has 
occasionally reached alarming proportions. 
The most dangerous aspect of it is that 
politicians always eager to protect their 
skins have seen in the great “security” 
c lamor an unparalleled opportunity to shut 
tho public off from information they should 
have.

* 
In a country like G reat Britain, where P arlia­ 
m ent I* supreme, a constitutional question can 
be solved by an Act of Parliam ent. In the United 
States, where we are governed by a w ritten Con­ 
stitution. such a crisis as we now face because 
of the illness of President Eisenhower raises many 
questions for which there may be many opinions 
but no sure answers. 
There is no provision in 
this country for a regency. 
The President is not the chief executive offi­ 
cer of the United States; he is the only executive 
officer. 
Article II of the Constitution begins with 
the sentence: 
"The executive power shall be vested in a 
President of the United S tates of America . . 
In a num ber of cases, it has been held while 
it is stipulated that the President may exercise 
power through assistants, no one may exercise a 
power which from the nature of the case requires 
the judgment of the President. 
In a word, the 
responsibility is his alone and is personal. 
The disability clause in Article II is as fol­ 
lows : 
"In case of the removal of the President from 
office, o r of his death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of the said of­ 
fice. the same shall devolve on tho Vice President, 
and th f Congress may by law, provide for the 
case of removal, death, resignation or inability, 
both of the President and Vice President, declar­ 
ing w hat officer shall then act as President, and 
such officer shall act accordingly, until the dis­ 
ability 
be 
removed, o r a 
President 
shall be 
elected.” 
The question then arises w hether the duties 
may "devolve on the Vice. President” tem porarily 
or w hether such a change m ust be of a perm a­ 
nent nature. 
In a word, is it lawful for President 
Eisenhower to ask Vice President Nixon to aet 
for him? 
There is no precedent for a Vice P resi­ 
dent tem porarily to take possession of the power 
and authorities of the President.

A-TOW ER IS COMING 
While bigger bombs, faster planes and 
atomic missiles are being hustled from 
drawing board to reality, development also 
is going forward briskly in another use of 
atomic energy. Numerous private utilities, 
ranging from a small cooperative to some 
of the giants, are applying for licenses to 
produce atomic power. 
The licensing agency is the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission. Already it has received 
applications for government help in design­ 
ing, building and operating atomic power 
plants with a capacity of almost a million 
kilowatts. 
These applications are the result of an 
invitation from the AEC. Now the commis** 
sion has issued another invitation to indus­ 
try. This time it is especially interested in 
aiding the development of facilities to dem­ 
onstrate that small reactors, with capaci­ 
ties ranging from 5,(XX) to 40,000 kilowatts, 
have practical use. 
Small reactors are required in areas with 
the most immediate need for atomic pow­ 
er— areas where conventional fuel costs are 
high and population is not enough to de­ 
mand a giant installation. 
Securing a license from the AEC is com­ 
plicated and time-consuming, but progress 
is being made. When historians put our era 
into perspective, it may he that this prog­ 
ress in atomic power will turn out to have 
been more important than progress in 
atomic power will turn out to have been 
more important than progress in atomic 
weapons.

I am again quoting Dr. Harold Segall, Mon­ 
treal. who goes on to say that very early in his 
career as a practicing physician, he learned that 
the most powerful medicine a physician could 
give such a patient when he first sees him is to 
declare that after the usual period of rest he 
will retu rn to his usual job. Nothing is more ef­ 
fective in relieving anxiety and in preventing car­ 
diac neurosis <overanxiety about the heart I. 
his 
statem ent is good medication at any stage Of the 
illness. The response of the patient is almost al­ 
ways thanks for the good news. In some, fortu­ 
nately a minority, reflection brings doubts and 
fears of anxiety neurosis which partially or wholly 
disables him as a gainful worker. The majority’ 
enjoy the great pleasure of returning to work, at 
first on a part-tim e schedule for the first few 
weeks and then on a full-time basis.” 
W hat about possibilities of a return of the 
illness? No one can predict who will and who will 
not have this illness one or more times. The p a t­ 
ient must settle down with the well-known phil­ 
osophy. "W ork and play well each day and don’t 
bother about tomorrow.” 
At this point motivation plays a great part in 
the progress of the patient. Motivation means, 
roughly, what motives a person has to want to 
Jive and go on working. The greater the stimulus, 
the more good reasons he has to want to keep on, 
the greater are his chances of so doing. I n a series 
of cases studied by Dr. Segall who had survived 
one or more attacks of acute coronary artery’ 
disease, the largest proportion 73 per cent, who 
returned to work were in the age group of 40 to 
49. At this age the responsibilities of a growing 
family and of a progressive career tend to en­ 
courage optimism and good motivation for retu rn ­ 
ing to work. 
“We can feel secure in stating that there is 
little if any direct relation between work and the 
cause of heart stroke. This helps to assure the 
patient, his employer and fellow employes that 
work will do no harm. Of course, on general 
principles, such patients should steer clear of haz­ 
ardous or very* heavy work. An optimistic prog­ 
nosis <likely outcome! is more often right than 
w rong.”
